States Who Favor Project of 


Bolting Republicans.

New York, Juiy 8.—A call to the 


people of the United States who are 
in sympathy with the "National Pro- 
gressive movement/' to send dele- 
gates to a national convention to open 
in Chicago, Aug. 5, was 
given out 


Sunday afternoon by United States 
Senator Joseph M. Dixon of Montana, 
Theodore Roosevelt's campaign man- 
ager. The call is signed by members 
of the committee chosen at a meeting 
held in Chicago and also bore signa- 
tures of Roosevelt followers in forty 
states. 


"The territories have no place in a 


national convention and will not be 
considered," declared Senator' Dixon 
in commenting on the signatures. 


"As for the missing eight states, the 


most of them probably will send dele- 
gates, although they have not taken 
part in the call. Maine, for instance, 
postponed any definite action because

"Our appeal nationally," says 
the 


telegram, "is of course to all men ol 
progressive principles regardless of 
past party differences. The action lo- 
cally must be guided by the needs of 
the local 
situation. 
In 
any 
state 


where there 
is no 
real republican 


party I am entirely content that the 
local organization 
should call itself 


by the title of progressive democratic 
if that is the local desire and if they 
support the national progressive elec- 
tors. 
"Where as in New York, New Mexi- 


co, the .democratic parties are hope: 
lessly boss ridden 
and reactionary, 


we must have 
a straight pro- 


in favor of the "progressive" move- 
ment. Delaware, North Carolina, Ar- 
kansas and Nevada probably will take 
part in the convention. 
Mississippi 


and South Carolina may possibly be 
unrepresented. 


"The call lays down no rules as to 


the methods of choosing delegates, 
since each state will be expected to 
select its delegates by its own para- 
phernalia. 
The representation will 


be cut down to just, one-half o£ the 
previous 
conventions. 
This 
was 


deemed advisable since this conven- 
tion is to be notably a deliberative 
body and will certainly be composed 
of a class of men altogether different 
from those who usually attend con- 
ventions. 


"In all probability the convention 


will adopt, the name "National Pro- 
gressvie" for the new party, but 1 can- 
not say definitely what will be done. 
Thus far no issues have been authori- 
tatively stated and of course the plat- 
form itself will have to be decided 
upon by the delegates."

Continues With Two Large Forces 


Still Active in Northern 


Provinces.

tempts of the royalists with a view to

restoration of the Portuguese 


monarchy continued to be made in 
various parts of northern Portugal. 
A number of royalists tried today to 
dynamite the bridge over the river 
Minho near the town of Caninha, but 
caused only slight damage. 


Although many of the royalists have 


been subdued or arrested two impor- 
tant detachments still maintain activi- 
ties.

The men 
are armed with rifles, revolvers and 
knives. 


The monarchists, according to a 


report received here, are

from Venn to Caves in. the province 
of Traz-Os-Monl,ez.

No royalist movement ha.s broken 


out yet either in Lisbon or Oporto, 
but the government fear an outbreak 
at Oporto n.ncl are concentrating a 
large force there and .along the Portu- 
gal frontier.

Bagana carrying troops and machine 
guns, and the cruisers Republic and 
Almianta Reis, have arrived at Opor- 
to.

Significance of J'ra&r Set Forth In 


Illuminating Sermon By:.The Rev. 


Joseph 
Chalmers Hazen. 


"Fi-ayer has been: the foundation 


of every great" forward 
movement 


made by the church and Christianity. 
It is one of the essentials, one ,of the 
fundamentals, of the Christian life, 
and without it the Christian can not 
keep in touch with his God, or be an 
instrument for the. manifestation of 
his power." 
• 
. 
This was one qf'the pointed truths 


spoken by the Rev. Joseph Chalmers 
Hazen, pastor of-the Baptist church, 
in a sermon on the; subject, of pray- 
er, delivered before a union service 
at the Methodist Episcopal 
church 


last evening. 
"We all feel," said the Rev. Hazen, 


in opening his 
discourse, "that we 


want to be successful in that which 
interests us. If we are in business we 
wish to develop a large trade, to at- 
tract and hold customers, to accumu- 
late wealth and expand our business. 
If we are in one of the 
professions 


we desire to 
achieve a reputation 


for skill, a 
large 
clientage, and a 


growing practice. 
Should we inter- 


est ourselves in 
society, we crave 


popularity, many friends, and words 
of praise, to exercise a wide influ- 
ence. If we are in politics we want 
power, hope of a future, and an op- 
portunity to use that power for the 
good of the people," 


"As Christians we all want to be 


successful, and be influential with 
God, 
and to become influential with 


God we must become praying Chris- 
tians. This brings us at once to our 
subject,—prayer.. Prayer must be'em- 
phasized along with 
the other es 


sential of Christian progress. 
"The church has always emphasized 
certain fundamentals. Money is one 
of these; the necessity of giving so the 
work of the church may be proper- 
ly supported and its 
progress fur- 


warded. It is one of the fundamentals 
'that we have been successful in se- 
curing. 
"Another fundamental which .has 


always been 
recognized 
from the 


earliest days of the church is organ- 
ization; tie necessity of concerted 
effort and system. Later the church 
/came 
to 
emphasize 
charity, 
a 
great movement which was neglect- 
ed for so many generations, although 
the Master gave it sa much of His 
time and-attention. Missions are also 
regarded as essential to Christianity; 
that the gospel shall be preached to 
all the people, and -carried into the 
uttermost parts of the earth in re- 
sponse to the orders of Christ." 


"While we have ,been emphasizing 


these things, we perhaps have not 
teen emphasing prayer as we should 
We know that when the 
Spirit of 


God has been manifested with power. 


and great numbers 
won 
into 
the 


jolds o£ the church, that the move- 
ment always .had -its birth in prayer. 
Thus it was 
when the 
Spirit 
de- 


scended upon the disciples at Pente- 
cost; when the apostles 
won their 


multitude 
.of 
converts, 
and 
down 


through all the succeeding ages. 
. "I am not the one to say that the 
church has lost the power of prayer. 
There are those who. mourn for the 
good old days, and see no good in the 
present, or hope in the future. I be- 
lieve the world has never been closer 
to the Master, 
or 
given a 
larger 


.place- to His teaching and principles 
than at present. There are no good 
old days. Let. us turn our eyes to the 
better days o£ the future." 


"Some of us have neglected pray- 


er. Wo say we can not understand it; 
we can not see the why and how of 
prayer, because 'it is so- Intangible, 
and therefore we can not believe or 
practice it." 


"If we acted on 
this 
basis 
we 


would pass by 
some of 
the 
best 


things in life. Take 
for 
instance, 


light. It give us life, and tiealth, .and 
vigor; without it. all life would per- 
ish from the earth. Can you analyze 
it, explain it. tell how it 
comes to 


pass. You can tell as 
much 
about 


light as you can about prayer. You 
accept the result and 
the product 


but you can not say how it. was ob- 
tained." 


The Rev. Hazen went, on to relate 


a story of one of the most wouder- 
ful of the Moody 
revivals. The re- 


sults were beyond accounting Cor by 
the pastor and evangelist until they 
found that their success was due to 
the prayers of a helplessly bed-rid- 
den woman, who had thrown 
the 


whole store of her energy into pray- 
er for the church. 


"Can I straightforwardly ask God 


for money, for this and that particu- 
lar thing? Jesus imposed no limit. 
It is chiefly a question of our atti- 
tude toward God. Our relation must 
be real, personal, just as real as that 
between "you and 
your most loved 


one. Then you will know what to ask, 
and receive that for which you ask. 
The spiritual, and not the physical is 
real. 


To illustrate the proper attitude of 


man to God for the purpose of pray- 
er, the pastor told a story of Muel- 
er, the great philanthropist, whose 
great orphanages are said to be the 
result of his prayers. At one time he 
was crossing Lake Ontario to - Tor- 
onto. A heavy fog lay over the Lake 
and impeded the progress of the ves- 
sel. Mueller, anxious to 
reach his 


destination by Sunday so as to keep 
an appointment, asked the captain of 
the boat if there was 
hope 
of tha 


boat arriving on time. He was given 
a negative answer. 
Mueller prayed 


that he might reach port to 
carry 


out his mission. The captain, a nom- 
inal Christian 
without 
faith, 
was 


about to join him, but was put aside 
with the word that his prayer would 
not help; he did not have the righ re- 
lation to God. The fog lifted and the 
boat reached Toronto on time. 
• 


"Too many of us pray like the cap- 


tain, our faith, if we have any rest- 
ing on the repitiUoh of. formulas, or 
mechanical observances. Prayer will 
move nothing unless it at first moves 
you. 
God moves 
through and with 


us. Prayer is as real and vital a 
lati.on as that of/parent to. .child, ol 
friend to friend, and when it reaches 
that point our 'prayers 
will be an- 


swered, and we shall enter into tbe 


fullness and- richness of -the Chris- 
tian life."
